Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1 and 37 (in the amendement filed 
1 1/14/08) recite the limitation "a nucleic acid fragment" which encompasses RNA, DNA and DNA-RNA hybrid wherein the endonucleases 
disclosed in intant disclosure do NOT cleave said "RNA or DNA-RNA hybrid". In addition, the introduction of a cleavage site does not 
produce fragments in and of itself, but only after action of restriction endonuclease. The limitation is NOT described and supported in the 
specification as originally filed; and therefore, it is a new matter.
